C aſſaneus, Nauclerus, and tz3hole 
troupes ofothers, And euen to this day Romiſtes holve tha 
molt commonly, Genebrardus hauing therein the helpe of 
Hebricians,and conſidering many circumſtancee,by tructh 
herein , ſomewhat beautifieth his Chzonicle, octherwpſe 
peſtered with lyes : and often recurneth co the ſame aſſerti- 
on,as myndiugc to diſgrace ſome that therein ſecine to tag 
ger oz ſtriue :yet good Melantbon befoze him, was no lcfle 
ſenſibly and certapnelp perſwaded hcrein . Alſo lob» Luci- 
dus was plentifull in this matter in his Chzonicle z* 1ſdorus 
Iypkewyſe, who makcth Salem buplt by 44 e/chi/edek, treadeth 
in the ſame ſteppes with the Hebrevwyes.

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Therefore the Church of God was in that place, where 
was Noah, Sem, and Sems {onnes, ſo long as they kept the 
truc doarine.

But whereas his polterite were in Babylon,there by alytle 
and lytle true do&trine wasextinguiſhed, and wicked re- 
lizion recemued and eftabliſhed. Therfore God brought 
Alrabam from Babylon to Sem,the father of his anceſtours, 
to ioyne agayne a notable company of the Church,ſoone 
after the death of Noah. Now when Abraham with his 
Coſcn canie to Sem, what 2 goodly Colledge had Sem? 
who had feene the Flood, and ſuch deſcent of polteritie.

11.4. openeth 
the Apoſtles meanyng, ſaying, Abraham receyued with 
bleſſing ot Melchiſeack king of Salem, and high Prieſt of 
Ahmghty God (calicdalſo Sem the ſonne of Neab)Bread 
and V Vine: to whom Abrakam gaue the tenth of his 
pray. The Apoſtle ſayth.that this Melchiedek was with- 


out Genealogie, becauſe lis progenie (vnder the name Thatin this 


Melchiſedek) is not rehearſed 1n the Scripture. Some F 
paſſe ouer fo2 bzcuitte ſake : but here J wyll not omit che 


ſpecye ofalearned man, a friendeof.myne, A, D. Peny, a quers meaning, 


D, of Phificke, a man of great iudgement,and gyfres in: 
Duuinitte ; who now is with the Lozde, andrefteth from: 
his labours, Ofhim J take occaſion to ſpeake, partly to 
teaue ſome token behindc of our Cizuſtian friendſhpp, and: 
agreement in Scripcure : parily co ſhew his erperience 
how the teaching of his matter obſcurely, cauſed ſome to 
blame the moft part. He colve of a Gentlewoman that ſaiy 
.Shus to him *: V Vhy do the Preachersnow teach, that. 
Moelcbiſedek, had neyther father nor mother? Of olde: 
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time they taught otherwiſe: for I hae ſcene an Englyſh 
booke, founde in Douer Caſtle. 400, yeeres olde, that 
aftyrmeth Melchiſedek to be Sem the ſonne of Noah. 
De marked offence geuen to the Matron in the chicfecſt 
ffozy of our Lowes Grandfathers afccr the fleſhe ; in chat 
the phzaſes fo2 a type & figure, taken from the deſcription 
of Melchifedek are not cleerely diftinguifhed, from that 
which tn ſkozy from other Scriptures mult be gathered, 
Toher he gaue aright expoſicion, in what ſenfe the Pzeas 
chers, ofhis tudgement ſo fpake : and how by the type, 
they did not ouerthrow the trueth of the ſtory : but in 
proper ſpech helde him to be Sem. With the learned 
Docto!, I! wyll toyne their commendation,who in Tableg 
topned fo the Bible,o2 explaning the names vſed in Scrip« 
cure in the wozde Melchifedek, ſhewe the ſimpletT, that he 
is commonly thought to be Sem : that they ſhould not miſ- 
take the Apoftles wozdes, Thus fo2 the weakenes of our 
{imple ſoules,J] cite our Countreymen : agcaynſt Tewes, F 
bzing Rabbines: fo Antiquaries tn Latine fathers,F bzing 
Ierome: by Romiſtes, J prrſwade Remiſtes : by Melan- 
thon and Luther, with others of their optaion, Jdcale fo2 
the beſt religions, Fo2 the Greekes,J] muſt take ſome moze 
papnes, who to this day miſtaking their Tranſlations mea« 
ning, make lefſe accompe of the conſtant Hebrew truech, 
Holden certayne of all other ſpdes : but that a few Teaue all 
Learnyng to folow them, Foz them now wylf Jrcturne 
to the Grecians, that ſuch as folowed Epiphanius, map be 
knowne to haue miſſed of his meanyncr, 

Fieff J wyll pzoue, that Epiphanius did but dally, bes 
ing concent to-fhake off Mclchifedektans,and Fherax.&c.

As Moſes face did Hyne to ſuch as conlde looke vpon tt2 
ſo doth his poctrine ſhyne to ſuch as purſue the cenour of if, 
Net none can come tothe ende of it, noz remoue the couee 
ryng from their hart : but ſuch as the Father doth curne 
and dzawvnto the Sonne, After theLozdhad long taught, 
Iytle coulde men looke tnto the perſon of Chiifte , They

ing the law of Fayth befoze Abraham , Sem onelp had bez 
foze .a pzomyſe, wherctn the learncd Teves woulde be diff 
ofhearyng, aud was meece to be Tykened to the Sonne of 
God in his ca'e then, And neucr was any Ring moze 
ſfrengthened to a Ringdome by TUarricrs,then Sem ts by 
argumentes, to be Melchuſedcl . This J] had to ſpeake of 
Meicii- 
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Melchiſcdek, fiyzred vp firlt to defence by ſpech of a Lears 
ned bzother,who taught the ſame,and of ſouie was blamed. 
Aftcrwardes J wotc in fewe lynes the effect of all this, 
ſufficient (as J ſuppoſed) to ſtay the vnſtayed; andſo J 
founde, that in many it tooke place , One Learned man 
otherwayes mynded, wiote what he thought good to an 
other concluſion, His, and myne, J willingly commende 
to the iudgement of the Godly : that che trueth map take 
place to common agreement,in bupidyng the kingvome of 
Tulttcein Peace, |
